IN MINE WORK 


Listening Device Invented During |# 
the War Found Valuable 
in Industries. 


LOCATES ENTOMBED MINERS 


Greatest Value In Mining WiIIl Be In |e 
Connection With Rescue Work— 
Can Detect Human Voice 
160 Feet Away. 


Washington.—After a series of tm- 
portant tests with the geophone, a 
listening device invented during the 
war by the French, to detect and lo- 
cate enemy underground operations, 
the bureau of mines, department of 
the interfor, announces that this dell- 
cate {nstrument may be put to a num- 
ber of remarkable uses in mining and 
other industries. 

The most extraordinary result of 
these tests is that the bureau of 
mines men have been able, not only. 
to hear 4nd locate sounds through the 
earth, but have actually understood 
talking through 50 feet of solid coal 
and have detected the human voice 
fully 150 feet away. What this may 
mean in the near future can only be

Locates Fire In Mine. 

Observations with the geophone 
have also been made at mines which 
were on fire, where it was found that 
the fire made noise enough to be 
heard some distance, elther because of 
{ts drawing alr or the breaking off of 
bits of coa! and slate. The geophones 
by thus locating the fire give Infor- 
mation which may enable the mine 
management to erect fire stopping fm 
the proper places or to make a direct 
attack on the fire as for example by 
drilling holes for Injecting water to 
the seat of the fire. 

It is also the custom {In some min- 
Ing localities to drill a hole from the 
surface into a mine to carry pipe lines 
or cables. Oftentimes these drill holes 
do not go to the right places, and it 
{3 with considerable difficulty and ex- 
pense that tunnels are driven to 
meet the drill Hole. With the ald of 
the geophone, the drills can be guided 
better, especially since drilling can be 
detected for nearly a mile, 

Very satisfactory results have been 


oh: ed in attempts made to locate 
leaks In water mains. The water ctr-

be heard with the geophones when 
they are placed on the surface, ten to s 
twelve feet above the pipe.

While it may be attractive to a city 
dweller to believe that he can have a 
vegetable garden grown for him 100

Usually it is imprac- 
‘ticable to market such heavy products 
as potatoes by parcel post, whereas 
eggs, butter, sausage, poultry, many 
vegetables, and nut meats may fre- 
quently be shipped with profit and at 
a saving to the purchaser. In general 
the greater the value per pound the 
more favorable is the chance for 
direct marketing. 


Pruning Is Often Paying Practice. in 
Farm Timber Tracts of Valuable 
Small Pines. 

When trees are properly spaced, na- 
ture “self prunes” the lower branehes. 
But in farm timber tracts of small 
pines and with valuable kinds of trees, 
pruning is often a paying practice, 
say forestry specialists of the United 
States department of agriculture, if 
it is done during the slack time of 

winter.

TOO MUCH GRAIN

HOLSTEIN COW MADE RECORD 


Produced More Milk and Butterfat 
on Pasture, Silage and Roughage 
Than When Fed Grain—Feed 
Stuff Grown on Farm. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 

Profitable dairying does not consist 
In producing the greatest possible 
quantity of milk. 

It dees consist, however, in produc- 
ing the greatest possible quantity of ; 
milk at the lowest possible cost. 

To produce more milk, many datry- 
men feed too much graih, and pile up 
stupendous feed bills. But the grain 
does not always increase the flow of 
milk above what it would have been 
without grain, enough to pay the dif- 
ference in the feed bill. Dairy special- 
ists of the United States department 
of agriculture believe that in many 
cases more grain Is fed to dairy cows 
that can be justified by the results In 
milk and butterfat. 

If your neighbor told you that his 
cow, that had not eaten a pound of 
grain for a whole year, produced 3,000 
pounds more milk and 90 pounds more 
butterfat than she ever did when fed 
the regular grain and royghage ration 
—well, what would you believe if your 
nelghbor told you that? And yet, 
that has actually happened. At least, 
that is substantially the story that the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture tells about its Holstein cow, 
Helen Uilkje Calamity 145857. 

Up to the time Helen was eight 
years old, she had always been fed 
@ grain, silage, and roughage ration, 
and the best she had ever done was 
11,778.2 pounds of milk and 368.39 
pounds of butterfat. When she wox 
eight years old, that being in the 
spring of 1918, it was decided to feed 
her no grain for a year. She lived 
for a full 12 months on pasture, si- 
lage, and roughage. And that year 
she produced 14,210.1 pounds of milk 
and 470.24 pounds of butterfat. The 
experiment was carried out at Hunt 
ley, Mont. 

A Revolutionary Cow. 

Helen may properly be referred to 
as a revolutionary cow. Some other 
cows, in cow-testing associations and 
elsewhere, have shown similar tend- 
encies. And the result is that the 
dairy specialists are urging dairymen 
to see if it is not possible to produce 
milk and butter without feeding so 
much grain as is commonly fed. 

The basis of successful dairy feed- 
ing 1s now sald to be to feed the cows 
on the stuff that the farm produces 
instead of buying a great deal of grain 
and other concentrates. The datry- 
man should plan Kis feeding and crop 
growing to take care of the herd he 
has, instead of buying as the need 
arises for more feed. He should de- 
vote special attention to having the 
right kind of pasture and the right 
kind of roughage. If he cannot grow

alfalfa, say, he should see what can 
be done toward growing soy beans or 
cowpeas or some other roughage crop 
that will supply the protein needed. 
Caring for Pasture Pays. 

In the old days, when a cow could 
he fed on grain and roughage at $5 
or $6 a month, there was no great in- 
ducement to take care of pastures. 
But today it costs from $15 to $30 a 
month to feed a cow on grain and 
roughage. Attention devoted to pas- 
ture, therefore, pays bigger dividends 
than formerly. Dairymen used to fig- 
ure that they must get $15 a year 
from every acre of land in pasture, 
and this meant that the acre had to 
pasture a cow for three months. Now, 
if the same acre pastures a cow only 
one month, it produces its $15. If it 
pastures a cow for three months it 
is producing $45 a year. And the 


price of pasture land has not increas- . 


ed in that proportion. Therefore, ev- 
ery day that the cow is kept on pas- 
ture means a saving of money to the 
dairyman. It pays, nowadays, to take 
care of the pastures. And it pays 
equally well to take care of the rough- 
age. Pasture, forage, silage—these 
things are the essentials in dairy pro- 
duction.
